New York, March 26.—After having 
been convicted of a burglary, William 
Clark, 35 years old, a negro, has been 
sentenced to state prison for life by 
Judge Foster in general sessions.

HAVE 10 WAIT 


Salaries Are’ Paid Promptly 
in Almost All the 
Counties, 


Inquiry as to the methods-and time 
of payment of school teachers prompted 
by a communication from Superintend- 
ent F. E. Land, of the Cordele pwblic 
schools, develops some interesting facts. 

Superintendent Land’s communication 
is as follows: 


“Editor Constitution—So much is be- 
ing said now about delayed payments 
of the Georgia school teachers that I 
am inclined to call attention to the 
fact that Crisp county is unacquainted 
with such a state of affairs. hile in 
some counties of the state the teachers 


| may have to wait for their money, they 


are paid in Crisp at the end of each 
month. The county board of educa- 
tion, with its most efficient county 
school commissioner, Hon. J. W. Bivins, 
arranges to have the money ready for 
the teachers when their work is done. 
Though tke state may be behind with 
the county, the board of education 
does not assume for that reason that it

them. It is known, however, to be the 
practice in all the larger counties of the 
state, such as Fulton, Richmond, Chat- 
ham, Bibb and many of the smaller 
ones to pay the teachers as soon as 
their money is earned, whether the 
state has paid the county all that is 
due it or not, 
School Fand Balances. 

It was also stated at the office of 
the state school commissioner "that there 
are sume sixty counties in Georgia 
which have, or until recently had, bal- 
ances of their school] fund still in the 
state treasury. In other words, these 
counties had money to their credit, 
and there is still $160,000 In the treas- 
ury to their credit, which they are 
entitled to draw at any time they find 
need for it. That they have not drawn 
it is evidence of the fact that they have 
not needed it for the purpose of prompt- 
ly paying the teachers. The truth of 
the matter is, according té one state 
official, that many of the counties have 
caught up with their school payments 
long ago, and are accumulating these 
balances for the punpose of building 
new school houses. Several counties are 
said to have built new school houses 
in practically every one of thefr militia 
districts from the money they have 
saved on their pro rata of the state 
school fund. Evidently, if they were 
behind in payments to the teachers 
this could not be done. 


It is true, however, that there are 


some counties in the state which have . 


not caught up, and which: do not follow 
the plan of Crisp and other counties, 
borrowing the money where necessary 
in order to pay the teachers promptly. 
Just how many of these there are is 
not recorded in the state school com- 
missioner’s office. 

According to the best information that 
can be obtained, the records in the 
comptroller general's office, there has 
been paid out on account of the public 
schools, during the first three months of 
1908, $228,000 more than was paid out 
during the same period of 1907. But 
on January !, 1907, there only re- 
mained a balance of approximately 
$900,000 of the previous year’s school 
fund, while on January !, 1908, the 
balance still due on the 1907 fund was 
something like $1,127,000. It would 
appear from this, therefore, that the 
payments made up to the present time 
in 1908 are approximately the same as 
were made up to the same period in 
1907, 

Little, if Amy, Larger. 

The foregoing figures were secured 
from Captain W. H. Harrison, who keeps 
a record of all warrants drawn on. the 
treasury in the office of the comptroller 
general. They would seem to make it 
appear that the payments to public 
schools have, so far, been little, if any, 
larger than was the case before the 
quarterly system of paying pensions 
was inaaugurated. While more money 
had been paid out during the first three 


months of this year than for the same 


period of 1907, Captain Harrison at- 
tributes it to the fact that the balance 
due the schools at the beginning of 
1908, from the

The difference in the two balances, it 


is pointed out, is practically the same 
as the increase in the 1906 payments 
over those of 1907,

Here was one of the leading issues or ‘‘principles” of the last campaign, 
which found its way into important platform declaration, and yet when the 
campaign was ended it was dropped like a hot brick, relegated almost to the 
realm of the forgotten. 

Here is what The Press says of it: 


Tne candidacy of Mr. Smith and Mr. Brown might bring up the discussion 
of port rates in a very pointed way. There was always much foggipess about 
this question. We should hate to stand a written examination right @ff on the 
pubject, although The Press has printed explanations of the matter several 
times. As we remember it, the port rates advocated by the Atlanta Freight Bu- 
reau gave a distinct advantage to the city of Atlanta and were not adopted by 
the railroad commission. Since Governor Smith’s inauguration no attempt has 
been made to enforce the matter and port rates have been allowed to go by de- 
fault. The Savannah Presse attempted at the time to show the injustice of the 
proposition. In that port rate discussion our recollection is that Mr. Brown held 
the strong, sound end of the argument. 


Again we ask what is the use of discussing issues or “principles,” if such 


ia to be their fate? 

If. principles are to be made for ante-election purposes alone, to be dis- 
carded when elections are over, what has the public to gain by any discussion 
of them? And yet “port rates” figured as one of the most conspicuous fea- 
tures of the Macon platform. 

The campaign will, doubtless, be productive of numerous incidents of 
general interest to the public. 

The Constitution will take pleasure in printing them, and what the can- 
didates say about the issues involved. ’ 

It will then be up to the people to form their own judgment. 


THE SPECIAL MESSAGE AND THE TARIFF. 


Since the special message of the president is reported to have been 
framed after exhaustive conferences with ruling elements of both houses of the 
national legislature, it is to be assumed with a’ measure of hope that it will 
stimulate the current session to creative legislation along imperative lines. 

To this statement should be appended one glaring and vital exception—the 
revision of the tariff. Mr. Roosevelt, confessedly an honest advocate of re- 
vision, admitting in this identical message its justice and advisability, has been 
beguiled by the stand-patters into recommending the postponement of definite 
action until next year. It is a policy radically out of line with the characteristic 
directness and courage of his stand upon public questions. 

As to the proposition that child labor legislation should receive the attention 
of congress, we stand on our oft expressed opinion that regulation of child labor 
should be left to the jurisdiction of the respective states. 

An employers’ liability law should, by all means, be enacted at the present 
session. The president’s recommendation for arbitration and other peaceful 
methods in industrjal disputes, is also of urgent importance in view of the pres- 
ent state of business throughout the nation. The recommendations regarding 
amendment of the anti-trust law, and provision for the protection of stockholders 
in receiverships, 1s eminently praiseworthy. Legislation supplying a more adap- 
table currency, a’ system more commensurate with the needs and dignity of the 
greatest nation in the world, is so obviously essential as to dismiss the necessity 
of elaboration. 

But it is keenly to be regretted that Mr. Roosevelt has permitted himself to 
fall into the trap of tariff revision postponement, which the obtuse and selfish 
stand-pat element has spread for him. 

Such a policy 1s in precise accord with the traditional republican program 
of promising everything before and performing nothing after election, but it is 
disappointingly unlike the patriotic and broad-visioned statesmanship of the oc- 
cupant of the white house. 

Never has it failed in years past that the ingenious architects of republican 
campaigns have laid themselves out in pledges which fell little short of deeding 
to the voter, in the event of victory, the gold at the end of the rainbow. Rarely 
has a single one of these promises been kept, save in the present instance 
wherein a powerful personality in the white house practiced irresistible coercion 
with the support of the whole nation. 

It looks now as though the same old hypnotic tariff reform promises are to 
be invoked, with—who can guarantee otherwise?—the same result. Is the re- 


publican party in possession of a divine revelation that it will be triumphanst, 
that it can ignore the present demand and bind itself to revision next year? Or 


is it so toucheous of those strange gods of special privilege from which it has 


never strayed very far, that ft desires to keep a foot in both camps? 

lf the trust-supporting, unjust and progress-destroying tariff needs revision 
at all—and business men and maufacturers of hidebound republican allegiance 
testify emphatically in the affirmative—it needs revision NOW. 

Undeniably, postponement renders the task more difficult; palpably, it is a 
subterfuge.

Regarding the waterworks system alone, some enlightening revelations 
have been made. The report to the subcommittee of Manager Woodward 
showed that the receipts of the system had advanced from $83,339.39 in 1896, 
to $323,400.05 for the past year—a quadrupling in eleven years! Coupled 
with this demonstration was a matter-of-fact exhibit of the present status 
of the system, the insufficient facilities provided the people of Atlanta ahd 
the patent need of further expenditures. 

Chairman Forrest Adair, of the subcommittee in question, voiced the 
sentiment of the prominent business men composing the committee when 
he declared that “if we were a board of directors owning this money-making 
property as private individjals, I know what we would do. We would wire 
for these necessities tonight.”

Disclosures of a like significance have been recorded before the other 
subcommittees intrusted with the mission of probing accurately every phase 
of the bond-issue proposal. The corroborated testimony brought out has 
indeed been of such unexpected nature as to cause Dr. Longino, author of the 
original bond resolution, to surmise if double the first sum proposed could 
not be used on imperative improvements to great advantage. 

The suggestion was, of course, only tentative, but it is significant as 
illustrating just how far-we have gone down at the heel, municipally speak- 
ing, and the aggressive sentiment now growing in favor of retrieving past 
errors conservatively, but with a minimum of delay.

If 40 per cent of the 
usual acreage devoted to cotton should 
be planted to corn or other food crops 
we would not only get more for the 
cotton grown on the reduced acreage 
but would at the same time and with no 
increase in labor cost grow all the food 
supplies needed, both for man and beast, 
thug making a double profit. 

All of this is well untterstood by 42/1 
thinking men. It is not in the least 
new doctrine. To the knowledge of this 
writer @t was advocated 36 years ago 
with as much earnestness ag Mr. Hutch- 
dnson presents it now. We ali, indluding 
a large majority of those who actually 
grow the cotton, fully understand the 
matter but are not likely to change our 
course. At least the much desired 
change in policy will mot be accom- 
plished in a day or year. 

The universal disposition to grow cot- 
ton to the exclusion of diversified craps 
is due almost entirely to cheap labor 
and low-priced land. At least these 
helped to fix the cotton habit on us. 
Before the slaves were freed their own- 
ers were interested in making a profit 
off their labor. Cotton lent itself well 
to slave labor. After the war and until 
the past few years the price of labor 
has been s0 very low in the southen 
states that a small profit could be made 
on it growing cotton on our cheap lands. 
And evem now, although both land and 
labor have made some advance in price, 
there is still a emal) profit growing cot- 
ton when the price is 10 cents or above. 

A permanent reduction in the acneage 


|} planted to cotton will never be brought 


about by cooperation of those engaged 
in growing cotton. There are too many 
of us to effect such organization as 
would be neceseary to secure this cOr 
operation. Cotton growers are numbered 
by the millions. Perhaps 90 per cent of 
these millions are improvident. They 
play for what is im sight. If the price 
high at planting time we put in every 
possible acre, expecting to get a high 
price in the fall. If the price is now in 
the spring we put in all we can work, 
trusting to luck for better prices at sel!- 
ing time. We take atl kinds of chances 
with the price of cotton and will con- 
tinue to do so. Most of us are willing 
for others to reduce the cotton acreage 
but for us, never! It is our free Amer- 
ican privilegme. It makes no difference 
whether we make any clear money or 
not. Nor does 44 matter that other sec- 
tions of our country which rely on di- 
versified cfops make several times as 
much for a givem amount ef labor. We 
are willing for the south to remain 
poor while other sections are rich, if 

getting rich ourselves necessitates a 
chenge in our system. 

Wihat then is to be done about it? 
®hali the southern etates go ahead mak- 
ing only $6! where the northern states 
make $5. As bad as ‘the case may appear 
this is likely to be the course events 
will take. We are married to our sys- 
tem and several thing, will have to hap- 
pen before there is any change. 

Finest of ell the slave owners and 
those who inherited their conceptions 
of farming will have to be eucceedeil 
by a new regime., These people are in- 
terested in making money from the 
labor of others, They do not labor them- 
selves. They can afford for a laborer 
to produce as small an income as may 
be derived from growing cotton provided 
they get a portion of the income. Large 
estates and many laborers give them a 
tctal income that is satisfactory to 
them, even though ft results in a small 
income to the Individual email farmer 
who does his own work. 

There are too many people engaged in 
the business of growing cotton, so long 
ais most of them persist in cotton as an 
exciusive crop. As long as it is thus 
@rown and the price remains as it has 
been, our section will not be as pros- 
perous as it ought to be. It is not likely 
that ma@iny can be induced to diversify 
crops and by this means reduce the cot- 
ton acreage. This is what Mr. Hutch- 
inson ig Pleading for and would be the 
sensible thing to do, but a generation 
has passed under my observation wae 
but fttle improvement. 

The negro was a curse to our fathers 
and Is a menace to our own prosperity.

Congressman Leonfdas F. Livingston 
assured the council committee on pud- 
lic improvements yesteruay afternoon 
that he believed Atlanta would get the 
present postoffice building for a city 


The council committee met for tne 
purpose of hearing from Colonel LAving. 
ston, and when Ohairman Key calied 
t' » committee together, the congress- 
man was on hand. 

Alderman Hancock's ordinance, which 
called for an imvestigation of the post- 
office property with a view to securing 
it for the city, was read. Chairman 
Key produced a copy of the deed oy 
which the postoffice site was trans- 
ferred to the United States government, 
The deed states that the site, which 
cost the city $60,000, was donated for a 
postoffice provided that it be used for 
that purpose. Under the wording, it 
was the opinéon of the committee that 
when the United States abandoned tne 
building to move into the new one, tne 
property would, under the jaw, revert 
to the city. 

Colonel Livingston’s Statement. 

Colonel Livingston said that the mat- 
ter would be referred by the house Or 
representatives to the committee on ap- 
propriations, of which he was a mem- 
ber: that he believed he could get that 
committee to see the justice of the 
city’s claim, and that there would be 
very little trouble in securing the prop- 
erty. 

“It may take a litle time and work,” 
stated Colonel Livingston and the mat- 
ter may not be finally settled until] the 
next congress assembles. I will do all 
that I can, and it is my opinion that 
Atlanta will get the property.” 

The committee thanked Colonel LAév- 
éngston for his presence and for the en. 
couragement he had given. 

The committee will meet next week 
and further consider ..lderman Han- 
ecock’s resolution. If necessary, it will 
recommend that a special] committee of 
council visit Washington at the proper 
time to assist Colonel Livingston, 


CARE IS TAKEN WITH PAVING. \ 


Portion of Concrete on Broad Street 
Had to Be Relaid. 


A portion of the concrete foundation 
laid on North Broad street for the 
wood block paving was ordered torn 
up by the city engineer because it did 
not come up to the specifications. 

Venable Bros., who have the contract 
for the paving of Broad street* with 
wood blocks, sublet the concrete foun- 
dation to other parties. An inspection 
of a part of the foundation by thecity 
engineer revealed the fact that there 
Was not enough cement mixed with the 
sand and stones. Thé contractors read- 
ily agreed to repave that part of the 
street, and the work was done at once. 

The city engineer says that the work 
will be done properly, and that Broad 
street will be well paved when the job 
is done. 

Some time ago The Constitution called 
attention to streets which had been 
poorly paved in the past. From the 
way in which the city engineer is look- 
ing after Broad street, there is not 
likely to be any such complaint in the 
future. 


Fire Causes Loss of $75,000. 


Winchester, Ky.. March 26.—A loss 
of $75,000 was sustained by fire here 
early today, several of the best build- 
ings In the heart of the city being con- 
sumed. The whole northern portion of 
the city seemed doe@med to destruction, 
but after four hours’ fight the local 
firemen, aided by men from Richmond 
and Paris, confined the flames to a sin- 
gle block with a loss of $75,000, mostly 
covered by insurance.

BIG PEAR CROP | 
IS PROPHESIED 


Thousands of Barrels ef the 
Fruit Will Be Raised. in 
Lee County, . 


Smithville, Ga, March 26.—(Special.— 
The pear growers in this section aro 
feeling very jubilant over the prospect 
of a “bumper” pear crop this season. 
The blight has cut crops short for the 
past two or three years, and last sea- 


son wag almost an entire failure. 

There are some signs of blight this 
spring, but coming later than wusual 
it is not thought it will amount to 
much. In former years this section 
shipped from this station 6,000 bar- 
rels of pears each season, but has not 
been able to reach that number since 
the blight struck the trees. 

This being one of the largest, if not 
the largest, pear sections in southwest 
Georgia, a full crop of pears means 
something, and puts a iot of/ money 
in circulation in’ Gee county.

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WILL ASK COURT 
TO REVOKE ORDER 


South Carelina Dispensary At- 
torneys Meet in Allanta, / 


APPEAR BEFORE PRITCHARD 


South Carolina, Through Attorneys, 
Will Ask Thet Order Appointing 
Receivers for Dispensary 
and Enjoining Commis- 
sion Be Revokede 


Sitting in Asheville, N. C., this morn- 
ing Judge Pritchard, of the United 
States court, will hear a motion pre- 
sented by Attorney General J. Frazier 
(Lyon, of South Carolina, and by Thomas 
B. Felder, Jr., of Atlanta, member of 
Anderson, Felder, Rountree & Wilson, a 
well-known and recognized icfal law 
firm, to revoke his order granting “an 
injunction against the dispensary com- 
mission winding up the affairs of the 
dispensary and appointing receivers. 

Attorney Generali Lyon, of South Car- 
Olina, came to Atlanta, reaching the 
city in the early morning hours, for a 
conference with the Atlanta attorneys 
who have been in this case almost since 
its inception. 

The restraining order granted by 
Judge Pritchard some weeks ago and 
other features of the case were gone 
over carefully, closely and thoroughly 
by the attorney general of the Palmetto 
state and the Atlanta lawyers, that 
conference, quite lengthy, resulting in a 
decision to apply to Judge Pritchard for 
a revocation of his order. 

And to present the case to Judge 
Pritchard, Attorney General Lyon and 
Mr. Felder, left the city at night. 

Application for revocation of the 
order is based upon the fact that the 
supreme court of South Carolina re- 
cently decided that the act creating 
the dispensary commission constituted 
that commission agents of the state, and 
as such acted for the state. There- 
fore, any suit against the dispensary 
commission was a suit against the state 
of South Carolina—a suit of that nature 
being contrary to the eleventh amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States. The application for revocation 
of the injunction order was based too 
wpon the swell established rule that fed- 
eral courts recognize the decision of 
the highest court of the state construct- 
ing its own statutes as bind upon those 
of the federal courts. 

Other phases were considered, among 
the most vital and interesting being a 
consideration of the advisability of a 
habeas corpus movement in event of 
an arrest of any of the state’s repre- 
sentatives by federal authorities based 
upon cdntempt proceedings. 

What the Carolina officials are anx- 
ious to obtain is a hearing as soon as 
possible in the supreme court of the 
United States. 


NEW STATIONS STRICKEN. 


Point Raised by Mann Caused Storm 
of Discussion. 


Washington, D. C., March 26--When 
the agricultural] appropriation bill was 
read for amendment in the house to- 
day Mr. Macon, of Arkansas, endeav- 
ored to have inserted as new provision 
his bill prohibiting the dealing in fu- 
tures in agricultural products, but the 
chair sustained a point of order against 
it. Mr. Scott, of Kansas, in charge of 
the pill. expressed his entire sympathy 
with the proposition, which, however, he 
insisted should be acted on independ- 
ently. 

Mr. Mann, of Illinofs, raised a storm 
of discussion by directing attention to 
the fact that all of the eight new 
weather stations provided by the Dill 
were to be placed in states having rep- 
resentations on the agricultura}] com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Scott, however, maintained that 
all of them Were placed in the bill on 
the recommendation of the secretary of 
agriculture and the chief of the weath- 
er wureau. 

On a point of order by Mr. Perkins, 
of New York, the several new stations 
were stricken from the Dill. These 
stations were proposed to be located in 
Texas, Kansas, Virginia, . Michigan, 
Vermont, Missouri and Indiana. 

The bill was laid aside at 5 p. m., 
and the house adjourned. 


WANTS TAX RATE RAISED. 


Jacob Haas Thinks This Proper 
Way to Meet Growth. 


Following the suggestion made by 
him on Tuesday, that the city tax 
rate be increased from $1.25 to $1.50 
a $1,000, and the bond issue of the fu- 
ture eliminated. Mr. Hass spoke to that 
question in detail at the chamber of 
commerce committee meeting yester- 
dav afterroon. . 

“In thinking over the matter,” sald 
Mr. Hass, “I am more ang more con- 
vireed that an increase In the tax 
rate is the proper solution of caring 
for the future g-outh of the city. 

“T am in favor of having council go 
before the legislature in July and\have 
our charter amended giving us the 
power to put the tax rate at the max- 
‘waum rate of $2 a thousand. 

“Make no minimum rate, but provide 
that this be the maximum rate. 

“Then let our tax commissioners fig- 
ure out the needs of the city for the 
ensuing year and assess ‘the tax ac- 
ccrding:y. 

“We trust the governor, comptroller 
general and state treasurer for fixing 
the county com- 
missioners for. fixing the county tax 
rate, so why can’t we trust a city com- 
mission to fix the city tax rate. I 
think this matter should be taken up 
at. once.” 

The remarks of Mr. Hass met with 
instantaneous indorsement from For- 
rest Adair, W. L. Peel, John E. Mur- 
phy and others present at the meet- 
ing, wno heard him upon both occa- 
sions.
